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Virgin, which he did not only in honour of his firſt victories, but alſo to 
protect his authoritie, which was imployed to aſſiſt Charles Duke of or. 
leance, Philip Earle of Eurenx, and Tohn Earle of Angoleſme, againſt the 
eue pech which had ſlaine Zewis Duke of orleance his nephew. The 
Enſigne of this order, was a Coller ofgold wouen with Flower de Luces, 
with which were interlaced the leaues of 7 hiftels,by equall diſtances, at 
which did hang a croſſe, and this word, Eſperance. Now for the ſignifi- 
cation thereof, it was toſhew his conſtancy againſt all croſſes that might 
happen, and his hope of good fortune, for the Thiſtle is an Hierogliphicke | 
of Affliction, and the Flower de Laces of Hope. 
In the yeare of our Lord, 1430. Francis the firſt of that name, Duke of 
Britainie in France, Inſtituted and founded the Order of Knights of the 
Eare ef Corne, as well in honour of his Grandfather, which was oh» the 
fourth, ſurnamed the Conqueror, and who firſt tranſported this Duke- 
dome to the Houſe of Montfort;as allo to giue a more particular grace to 
his Nobilitie. The Enſigne he gaue to ſuch as he admitted into this Or- 
der, was a Coller of gold made like eares of corne,and tyed together 
with eee in the faſhion of Ceres crowne, the goddeſſe of 
e 


Cornc;and at this Coller hanged by two little chaines, an Ermine 


a greene hill, with this word, Amaiye (which was the word of lohn the 
Conqueror) being the Sywbole of a pure and generous ſoule: for the ſig- 
nification of this deuiſe (according to thoſe which write the Natural! 
H iſtotie) is, that the Emine doth ſo delight in cleanneſſe, that if he bee 

purſued by Huntſmen, ſeeking to flie into his clapper or Borrough, if he 


find the entry foule or ſluttiſh, hee will rather chuſe to bee taken by his 
purſuers, then enter into a place that is vncleane and defiled. This Order 
breathed its laſt breath, when the Dukedome of Brittaine was vnited to 
the Crowne of France, by the mariage of Ame (daughter to Francis the 
ſecond king of Brittanie) vnto Charles the eight, and after him to Lewis 
the twelfth, and both kings of France. 

Touching the Order of Knighthood, which is ſaid to be of the Ship, or 
of the Cacbleſbrll. I know not how I may iuſtly call it an Order; for I nei- 
ther find royallor famous Founder, worthy perſonages that bore it, nor 
yet any noble Badge or Enſigne to expreſſe it, onely ſome ancient Wri 
ters (as Saint Rene, Pacatus, and a few others) report, that there were a 
certaine number of Frenchmen, who from the Gepides ( which were 
then the moſt famous Mariners in the world, and had the whole com

vnto them the Towne of Carinthia for their aboade, and honored the

ny goodly poſſeſſions; No there are others which doe affirme, that

They are not alwayes bound to weare the long Robe of the Order, 
which they take at their poſſeſſionʒ but it ſufficerh to haue the Croſſe fix- 
ed on the left ſide of their ordinary Cloakes, or vppermoſt garments, 
whether it be in peace or warre. Many other lawes and circumſtances 
they haue, by which at this day they are gouerned, all which were com- 
| poſed and publiſhed by Raimond de pedio, one of their firſt great Maſters, 
as may be ſeene in the Annals which are at large of this principal Order. 
The other Regular order, which is neereſt reſembling this before ſpo- 
kenof,isrhe Order of the Feu Knights,being ofthe Hoſpital of Saint 27 1h Tew- 
| Mary in Jeruſalem, & by ſome called Porte Croix, or Marianes,who were * 
inſtituted and founded by Fredericte the ſecond, wh. f had at the in · 
ſtance of Pope Gregory the ſeuenth conducted an armie into Syria, for 
the propagation and aſſiſtance of the holy war: which Order he inſtal- 
led in the Hoſpital and Church of St. Mary in Ieraſalem, which was con- 
firmed and allowed by Pope Celeſtine the third, vnder the rule of St. Au- 
guſtine. There be ſome which draw it from a larger antiquitie, and ſay it 
was inſtituted by an Almaine, preſently vpon the taking of Jeruſalem 
by che Chriſtians, with the ayd of others of his Nation that remained 
there: for this Almaine being exceeding rich, & keeping a liberall houſe, 
relieuedall paſſengers and pilgrims that went for lersſalem; ſo that his 
houſe became (as it were) an Hoſpital, or Receit forallthat wanted; ſo 
that in the end he built neere vnto it a faire Church, which he dedicated 
to the Virgin My, and erected there a Fraternity, and made ouer them 
a great Maſter to gouerne them, ordaining that euery man of that Fel- 
lowſhip ſhould be apparelled in white, and vpon his vppermoſt gatment 
to weare a black Croſſe: alſo, that none ſhould be admitted to this Or- 
der, but ſuch as were Gentlemen of the Datch nation, & they to profeſſe 
the defence of the Goſpell. Now it hapned that about 88. yeares after 
the Chriſtian conqueſt , this place was againe taken from them by the/ 
Sarazens,in the yeare 1184. after which time it was no more recouered; | 
ſothar theſe Knights remoued toa place called I olemaida, which being 
likewiſe taken, they came home into Germany, where Frederick the Em- 
peror beforeſaid, placed them in Saxony, for the conqueſt of the 4
